2. The rejection of claims 40,42,48,50,51 under 35 USC 112, 1'^ paragraph has been 
dropped as the claims have been amended.

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4. Claims 40-48,50,51562-64 are allowed. The prior art neither teaches nor suggests the 
claimed compounds. In the absence of any evidence or apparent reason why the claimed 
compounds do no possess the disclosed utility, the allegation of utility in the specification must 
be accepted as correct. In re Kamal et al, 158 USPQ 320; Ex parte Krenzer, 199 USPQ 227. 

The art recognizes compounds where G1/G2/G3 are each CH2 resulting in a 7-membered 
ring that is known as galanthamine. The compounds are used to treat Alzheimer's/cognitive 
disorders. See Pokoma et al (Electrophoresis, 1999, 20, 1993-1997) figure 1; introduction - 
already of record. See also Coyle, Galanthamine, a cholinesterase inhibitor that allosterically 
modulates nicotinic receptors: effects on the course of Alzheimer's disease, Society of Biological 
Pysychiatry, (2001), 49:289-299; Sramek, Review of the acetylcholinesterase inhibitor 
galanthamine, Exp. Opin. Invest. Drugs (2000) 9(10), 2393-2402. 

Compounds of similar structure would be expected to have similar properties. Therefore, 
compounds which have a phenyl, thienyl, furan or triazole bonded to the nitrogen in the 
galanthamine ring would be similar enough in structure to expect said compounds to also be used 
to treat Alzheimer's/cognitive disorders.
